STARTS TOMORROW 


First Fishing Since 1937 Flood 
Is Promised in Nearby 
Mountain Canyons 








Trout season opens tomorrow! 
And already fishermen are 
camping along the banks of trout- 
filled lakes and streams. 

In San Antonio and Cucamonga 
canyons, however, no camp 
grounds are available, so local 
nimrods who fish in these canyons 
(for the first time since the flood) 
will probably get up before dawn 
to try their luck. A total of 3,000 
trout have been planted in San 
Antonio canyon. Later in the sea- 
son, 3,000 more will be planted. 
Last year 10,000 small fish were 
placed in Cucamonga stream. 

San Dimas dam will be one of 
the best spots for local fishermen. 
Five thousand large fish have been 
placed in this dam. Lytle creek, 
with 3,000 fish, is another nearby 
resort where fishing will be pos- 
sible for the first time since the 
flood. 

At Big Bear, Arrowhead and 
other places in San Diego and Riv- 
erside county, the opening of the 
season will be awaited with much 
interest, since these locations are 
well stocked with fish.

health hazard was stressed as a 
result of over-crowding, the prev- 
alence of tuberculosis among Mex- 
ican families being mentioned. 


CUCAMONGA “WORST” 

In the Cucamonga section the 
worst Mexican housing in this sec- 
tion is found, and no toilets are 
water-flushed, according to the re- 
ports given the legislators. 

In practically no Cucamonga 
Mexican homes is running water 
provided, and it is not at all un- 
common for several families to use 
one outside toilet. Twelve tuber- 
culosis cases in Cucamonga are 
being cared for in homes, and in 
many cases there are large fam- 
ilies of children who are being ex- 
posed to the disease, according to 
the testimony. 

WILL SELL PROPERTY 

Amelio Valadez, who owns prop- 
erty at so-called Amelio’s camp, 
and his son, Joe Valadez, inter- 
preter, testified that in the houses 
which he owns and rents a separ- 
ate toilet for each family is not 
provided. He would be willing to 
sell his property, he said. 

Mrs, Celustin Beaumont, repre- 
senting the Martinez family, said 
that each house which is rented 
by her family has its own inside 
toilet. 

Mr. Dozier was wailed about a 
project in Austin, Texas, for 40 
families, where rents are $8 per 
family. ‘This might be the best 
type of project for this area,” he 
said.
